Council was held last evening in the 
Town Hall, when the newly-elected 
Councillors (J. W. Hurd, J. W. Hop- 
kins, P. E, Ludtke, and R. H, Robert- 
on, re-elected), took their seats with 
Mayor Dulmage and Councillors Brat- 
ton and Cotton for the first time. 

There were aiso present Secretary 
W. A. Bateman, Solicitor Lyons and 
Chief MacAloney, 
_ The committees Were struck off as 
follows ;— 

Health—Councillors: Hopkins, Cot- 
top and Roberton, 

Licence and Police—Hurd, Cotton

The principal business of the meet- 
ing was the consideration of the gas 
by-law, the time limit for the sale of 
debentures having expired on January 
Ist. > 

The Secretary informed the Council 
that whilst in Lethbridge he had in- 
terviewed the manager of the Batik 
of Nova Scotia with regard to the 
sale of debentures. That gentleman 
informed him that he had at the pre- 
sent moment in his hands the sale of 
debentures for another small town 
near Lethbridge, but which he was 
having the utmost difficulty in dis- 
posing off The manage: gave it as 
his opinion that Bow Island would 
possibly have the same difficulty, and 
advised that the town should make 
the rate of interest greater and make 
it payable balf yearly instead of year- 
ly. He thought this would help the 


and 


town greauyy in disporing of their |}- 


debentures. é 

Some cohsidtyjtle discussion then 
took place, andfeventually~ it was 
unanimously deaided to submit ano- 
ther by-law to the ratepayers. 

Several important changes will be 
made in this. The rate of interest 
will be six instead of five, and instead 
of paying off part of the principal 
upon the money borrowed each year, 
a sinking fund will be created, into 
which a proportionate share will be 
paid yearly. It was also decided to 
borrow $40,000 instead ef $30,000, the 
Council believing that the extra 
amount would be required in piping 
the gas, et. Another change was 
made in the ‘time the debentures are 
to run, the Councillors deciding it 
would be better to spread these over 
thirty years instead of twenty, In- 
cluded in the new by-law will alxo be 
a clause allowing the town to drill for 
gas cither within or without the limits 
of the municipality. The former by- 
law permitted drilling within the lim- 
its of the town only,

Washington, Jan.8.—More than one 
big American manufacturer sitting in 
the hearing room of the ways and 
means committee asserted yesterday 
that the result of arbitrary methods 
of Chairman Underwood and the 
other Democrats would be to drive 
manufacturers of the United States 
across the border into Canada. 

Attorneys for Charles M. Schwab, 
of the Bethlehem Steel Works, in 
Pennsylvania, who were present to 
get a line on the attitude of the com- 
mittee towards American industry,in- 
sisted that he would abandon the 
steel business altogether, so far as the 
United States is concerned, if the 
Underwood steel bill is passed by Con- 
gress and signed by Wilson. 

Asthe attorneys forthe steel in- 
terests watched Mr. Underwood, his 
watch in hand, putting a brief time 
limit on every witness, they becaine 
move and more irritated, apparently 
becoming convinced that the steel 
business would receive no better con- 
sideration. 

The steel trust or steel corporation 
of which James Gary is chairman of 
the board of directors, has already 
announced its plan to establish a 
steel plant in Canada, and it now 
seems possible if not probable, that 
the Schwab concern will make a siini- 
lar move,

Thrilling Resete of Aeronauts From 
Sinking Balloon in English 
Channel 


To be blown out to sea and nearly 
drowned in a sinkifg balloon in mit 
channel, and then to be rescued just 
in time by lighting a match, of which 
ho possessed but three—as a distress 
signal—such {8 the thrilling exper 
jence that has befallen two aeronauts, 
Arthur Turner and Mr. Nolan of the 
Royal Aero Club. 

The two men met with their perlk 
ous adventure while flying in thelr 
balloon, the Meteor, from London to | 
Eastbourne, whence they hoped to fly | 
across the channel. 

They set cut from Battersea about 
noon under favorable conditions  in- 
tending to come down on the Bast- 
bourne sands. The balloon rose to 
a height of 3000 feet, 

Travelling swiftly with the wind, 
they descended near Buxted, afd were 
told that they were thirty miles from 
the coast. The wind had then drop- 
ped and as they wished to proceed 
they threw ont some ballast and agala 
rose about 4000 feet. 

After travelling for some time they 
heard a sound which they thought was | 
that of the surf. A dead silence fol- 
lowed and a iittle later they saw what 
they believed to be the Royal Sover- 
eign lightship. Darkness came on | 
and with it a thick fog and rain. 

The envelope of the balloon became 
soaked and they began to*sink, and 
to their horror, the aeronauts found 
they could not make {i rise, For 
two hours, as the balloon. sank more

A Woman's Perception Was 
Required to Defeat It

' “There are a number of problems be- 
fore the counterfeiter,” said my friend 
Roberts, the detective, “but the most 
fmportant of all ts distributing the bills 
afier they are made, There's more 
room for ingenuity in this part of the 
work than any other, and more coun: 
terfeiters are tracked from this clew 
than any other. All sorts of devices 
are resorted to to get the stuff tn cir- 
culation, Dersons are roped In by be- 
ing offered nn enormous price for some- 
thing they own, and when they get 
their pay find that the money they 
have received {s counterfeit. In sucb 
eases the transaction {fs usually large, 
and when it is completed the rascals 
@isdppear without leaving any trace. 
Of methods whereby the bills are put 
into circulation In a small way and con- 
tinuously a case that fell into my, 
hands a few years ago is about the 
best example I ever met with, : 

“Ll was sent to a banker who had 
reported some five dollar bill counter- 
feits on his bank's circulation. Every 
now and again a lot of these bills 
would appear, be absorbed and after 
awhile another lot would find their 
way into the hands principally of 
shopkeepers. The only clew that any- 
body had was this: An old man one 
day went into a drug store and, after

looking carefully over Some toothbrush- 
es, bought one, paid for it with a five 
dollar bill and received $4.70 in change. 

“The clerk bad received through a 
customer, who was beyond suspicion, 
one of these same bills before which 
had been pronounced a counterfeit and 
was suspicious of this one. But ifn- 
stead of refusing it he gave the man 
his change and sent a boy after him to 
see where be went. While the boy was 
gone the clerk took the bill he bgd re- 
ceived to the bank, where it ws pro- 
nounced spurious. The boy saw the 
old man who had passed it go into a 
certain house, then returned to the 
drug store and reported the fact. A 
watch was set upon the house, but the 
party whe had gone In there was not 


_seen to come out or again enter tt, 


“This is the point at which 1 took 
the case. It may be supposed that my 
first move would be to call at the 
house on some pretest and find out 
who Ilved there, Any such act might 
stand against me in the future, In- 
stead, 1 rented # room opposite the 
suspected premises, where from a win- 
dow I could keep it under constant 
surveillance, and spent many an hoor, 
watching it, Several times I sat up 
till daylight in the morning boping | 
might see some suspicious circum: 
stance, An elderly woman Hved to 
the house, who, I Jearned, was a 
widow with two or three little chbil- 
dren, She did not appear to have any 
lodgers, though there was a card Ina 
window, “Room to Rent.” “I saw one 
or two persons who were passing look 
at the card, ring the bell, enter and 
come out, but during my watch the 
room was not bired. 

“One day I recelved notice that a 
counterfelt bill bad been passed at a 
meat store, another at a newsstand and 
still another at a hardware store. In- 
deed, the reports of the passing of 
these bills-came in from ail over the 
eity. One of the persous on whom they 
were passed bad submitted to be vic- 
timized in order to cateh the perpetra- 
tor. Not being sure that the bill was 
counterfelt, hd hed pursued the same 
course as that parsued by the drng 
clerk, The person who bad offered the 
bill was a woman. She had been fol- 
Jowed, and the house she entered waa 
watched, Sut she was not seen mak- 
fog an exit, nor did she ever again ap- 
pear to the watcher or any one else 
concerned, 

“When I had gathered these add} 
tional facts I felt sure that I had met 
With conditions that would be very 
difficult to unravel, And yet it appear: 
‘éd that more than one person was em 
gaged Ip shoving the counterfeits, and 
the more persons possesslng a secret 
the more difficult it ts to keep ft. 

“One day the president of the bank

and I ed to it if person. I was 
Tecelved by a young woman, who told 
me that a man In a house directly op- 
posite to the one in which she lived 
had excited her suspicions. But she 
could give no reason for this except 
that he appeared to have no business. 

“If I were to let it be known that I 
was a detective working up a case I 
would get a multitude of clews every 
day, and-each clew would be more ri- 
diculous than its predecessor, Never- 
theless In this case the girl seemed to 
be so positive that there was some- 
thing wrong about the man opposite 
that I concluded to investigate. The 
best way to do this was to transfer 
my quarters to the house she lived fn 
—it was an apartment house-and set 
op a watch, One of the flats was va- 
cant, and I rented a-front rodm fn It. 

“L bad observed the man opposite 
but a few times before I could under- 
stand the girl's suspicions.

While I was 
waiting €. him several persons en- 
tered and came out of the house, but 
not my man, Aftcr waiting for some 
time | telephoned for a person to re- 
lieve me and visited the stures at which 
the man bad made purchases. In ev- 
ery store be liad passed a counterfeit 
bill. 

“I resumed my watch on his lodg- 
ings; but, although 1 continued it for 
a week, I never saw the fellow again. 

“Ry this time the young lady who 
had given me the clew bad become 
much interested in the case. Moreover, 
she sympathized with me in my defeat 
and was anxious to du sometbing to 
help me. 1 couldn't afford to spend any 
more time watching the house where 
the counterfeiter lived, 1 Jearned that 
he had simply lodged there, and the 
occupants knew nothing about him. 
The young woman volunteered that if 
she saw him there again she would at- 
tempt to sbadow him and ff possible 
communicate with me while she was 
doing sv. It was evident that be was 
one of several persons svho were sbhoy- 
ing the counterfeit money, but | had 
no clew to his whereabouts and was 
therefore no better off than before. 

“The fellow went back just once to 
the house in which he had lodged to 
get some clothes he had Jeft there, and 
the young woman happened to see bim, 
She followed him and caught bim op 
one of his rounds getting rid of spu- 
rlous bills. After visiting divers stores 
he went to a bouse where he disap- 
peared as before. His shaduwer wait- 
ed from 10 o'clock in the morning till 
4 in the afternoon for him to come out. 
Then a woman emerged, carrying a 
parasol and a reticule. The shadower, 
who bad for weeks seen the man op- 
posite go and come, had no sooner seen 
the woman walk than she recognized 


jn the pecullar gait him whom she was

“I was 60 pleased with the young 
woman's detective instincts (hat I In- 
yited her to go into partnership with 
me. We worked so successfully to- 
gether that wo finally concluded to 
make a life arrangement of It. 

“Io all my experiengg | have never 
met witb a better scheme for cover- 
ing tracks after passing counterfeit 
money than the oue I baye degcribed.”

Days when 
it Is very cold or when the winds are 
|heayy should be avolded, and a nap 
in an open alr sleeping room substi- 
tuted. When babies are out of doors 
they should be constantly watched to 
see that they are not suffering from 
cold, as it is important that a baby’s 
bodily beat should be malutained. It 


| is well for mothers to remember that 


many of the diseases of infant life are 
directly attributable to overheated and 
vitiated air, so that riding in electric 
or steam cars in winter or tbe carry- 
ing of children Into department stores 
is done with attendant risks.

CLOSED BEST YEAR IN ITS HISTORY 


That the Bank of Montreal ts one of 
our oldest.as well as one of our most 
important financial institutions, was 
emphasised by the fact that the An 
nual Report held this Week was the 
95th in the Bank’s history. Tho 
Bank is yearly occupying a more im- 
portant place in the financial, commer. 
clal and industrial expansion of the 
Dominion. Tho Annual Report pre- 
sented, which covered the year endod 
the 8ist October, 1912, showed net 
profits for the year of $2,518,000, 
which with a balance brought forward 
of $1,855,000 and the premiums on new 
stock amounting to 834,000, make a 
total of over $5,207,000 available for 
distribution. Quarterly _ dividends 
and two bonuses absorbed $1,894,000. 
The sum of $1,000,000 was transferred 
to rest account, $1,000,000 to counting- 
ent account, and $511,000 expended on 
bank premises, which left a balance 
to be carried forward $802,000. The 
Bank has now total assets of nearly 
$237,000,000, making it one of the 
strongest financial institutions on the 
continent, During the year it = in- 
creased its paid up capital to $16,000,- 
000, increased its rest account to a 
similar sum, made large gains in de- 
posits and in current lo&ns, opened a 
number of new branches, and other- 
wise kept pace with the growing pros- 
perity of the Dominion, The fact 
that the Bank made current loans of 
nearly $120,000, shows that there ts 
a big demand in the country for bank- 
ing accommodation and that the Bank- | 
of Montreal is doing its full share In 
catering to the business needs of the 
communities where its branches are 
located, 

The year wes the first under the gen- 
eral management of Mr. H. V. Mere- 
dith and the fact that the profits for | 
the year were some $242,000 greater) 
than those of the previous year, must 
be regarded as not only satisfactory | 
to the shareholders, but as complimen- 
tary to the foresight and business 
sagacity of the General Manager.

“WEST LAND REGULATIONS, 


NY person who is the sole head of 

a family, or any male over 18 year@ 
vid, may homestead a quarter section 
of available Dominion land in Mani- 
| toba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. The 
} applicant must appear in person at thé 
| Dominion Lands Agency or Sh 
agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at eey agency, on 
certain conditions by father, mother, 
son, daughter, brothe: or sister of in- 
tending homesteader, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years, A homesteade: may lité 
on a farm of at least ® acres solet 
owned and occupied by him or by wig 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader if 
good standing may pre-emipt a quarter 
section alongside his homestéad, Price 
$3.00 per acre, 

Duties.— Must reside upon thé home- 

tead ov pre-emption six monthe in 

each of six years from date of home- 
stead entry (including time required 
earn each homestead patent) and cul 
tivate fiftv acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ab- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain die- 
tricts. Duties. — Must reside nix 
months in each of three years, culti- 
ate fifty acres and erect a house 
worth 00.
